Cold W ar Won't End 
Until Russia Changes, 
Prime Minister Says 


TORONTO, Canada, March 27 
—(AP)—Prime 
Minister 
Louis 
St. Laurent said today ending of 
the cold war depends on a change 
in the attitude of Russia, which 
“is not going to come overnight,” 
and may not for a generation. 
In a speech before the Cana­ 
dian club of Toronto, St. Laur^it 
described the cold war as “a to­ 
tal war of different k ind, which 
demands the use of all our re­ 
sources.” 
He said Canada’s aim is to pre­ 
vent a shooting war but warned 
that the nation could spend the 
whole of her national income on 
defense and still not be sure of 
coriiplete immunity from attack . 
St. Laurent declared the free 
world may find in Canada’s na 
tionality of English and French 
speak ing citizens the k ey for ul­ 
timate victory in the cold war. 
“Lasting peace and harmony 
between nations can only come 
about through the development 
among the nations of the world 
of the k ind of partnership which 
we have developed between the 
two great races here in Canada,” 
he said. St. Laurent himself is 
the son of a French father and an 
Irish mother. 
“I believe that our special his­ 
torical ex perience has bred tol­ 
erance in our very bones, and has 
given to 
Canadians an ex cep­ 
tional capacity to understand and 
cooperate with'other nations,” the 
Prime Minister said. 
He declared Canada’s most po­ 
tent weapons in the cold war were 
the maintenance of enterprise, 
prosperity, a high level of em­ 
ployment

T>EFORE the Senate’s adoption of the 1950 farm 
bill, which previously had been passed by the 
House of Representatives, there were some y elps 
of agony from urban congressmen who claimed 
that high food prices are unfair to industrial work­ 
ers. That was a strange source of complaint about 
high prices. 
Industrial workers have no objection to high 
wage rates, insurance, pensions and all the other 
means by which production costs and prices are 
forced higher. Certainly they have nothing to say 
against what they call collective bargaining, which 
in the hands of union labor bosses has turned into 
a mass-pressure device for getting what they want 
by causing so much hardship they must be ap­ 
peased. 
But every time one of their spokesmen runs 
across evidence that the cost of food is being kept 
high by the same kind of collective bargaining in 
behalf of farmers there is a hue and cry against 
farmers. This is not a defense of government sub­ 
sidies for surplus agricultural production. Such 
subsidies can’t be defended on any basis other 
than the basis which supports them and keeps 
them in existence—plain, ordinary politics. But 
the last persons in the United States to complain 
because agricultural prices are being kept high 
are industrial workers. When they forego further 
inflation in the price structure of manufactured 
products they will find farmers willing to forego 
some of the curious devices to inflate the struc­ 
ture of agricultural prices. Meanwhile, the con­ 
test to keep up with the Jonses goes merrily on.

No Longer Pure T h eo ry 
rpHERE must have been times before his death 
last w*eek when Harold J. Laski, the heavy 
thinker of Britain’s socialist revolution, mused 
about the improvement of his own political theor­ 
ies. As a political “scentist.” he was charged with 
responsibility for improving on his own ideas as 
long as there was room for improvement. 
The United States has had nothing quite like 
this man of pure theory in its own dealings with 
collectivism. The Frankfurters and Tugwells of 
recent y ears never rose to comparable eminence 
inside the New Deal. Indeed, the New Deal was 
forced to turn to Britons like Laski and Key nes 
for seme of*the theories is expounded, because it 
was embarrassed by lack of originality . 
No one ever questioned Laski’s sincerity as the 
deep-thinker of British Socialism. -But many , per­ 
haps including the little professor himself, now 
question the ultimate soundness of his deep-think- 


ing. Had he lived, say another 20 y ears, it’s likely 
that he would have revised many of his own ideas. 
That is the ironic fate which overtakes political 
“scientists” when they become responsible for po­ 
litical practice. What they laid down as the ulti­ 
mate rules for perfect political organization turn 
out to be just another set of ideas which may or 
may not be satisfactory practices. 
The British 
Labor party has learned more about Socialism 
since 1945 than it had found out during the gen­ 
eration when it merely was hoping for a chance 
to inflict its ideas.on a reluctant country .

Leopold Can 't Resign 
ANOTHER popular vote to determine 
w h a t 
should be done about King Leopold HI of 
Belgium offers no more hope of a satisfactory out­ 
come than three preceding votes. The fact is the 
Belgians don’t know what to do wTith their king. 
It would be illegal for him to settle the matter 
for them by surrendering his title to the throne. 
The Belgian parliament passed a law to that effect 
in 1945. He can’t quit his job, but unless he can 
j 
demonstrate that he has the confidence of most 
of his subjects he can’t hold it. Even if he abdi­ 
cated with permission nothing would be settled, 
because his son then would be his legitimate suc­ 
cessor, and the same people who are unalterably 
opposed to King Leopold would be opposed to his 
heir. Chief among them are agitators who hope 
to keep Belgium off balance in politics long 
enough to give Belgian Communists a change to 
move in. 
The issue is not the fate of King Leopold III. 
It’s the fate of Belgium which is being voted on.

WASHINGTON 
LONG S E C R E T documents 
showed today that top-level 
U. S. planners spent six y ears 
getting ready for the peace with­ 
out seriously considering the pos­ 
sibility of a postwar split be­ 
tween Soviet Russia and the 
West. 
The State Department has pub­ 
lished a detailed report of ad­ 
vance planning which started in 
1939. 
The report was compiled 
at the direction of .President Tru­ 
man, who was supplied with a 
copy of it before leaving on his 
current vacation trip to Key 
West. 
The 726-page volume on “Post­ 
war Foreign Policy Preparation” 
includes six preliminary drafts 
for a United Nations charter and 
some two score other documents. 
Virtually all were based on the 
assumption 
that 
the 
Western 
powers and Russia after their vic­ 
tory over the Axis would be able 
to get together on the settlement 
of world problems. 


REPORTERS were told by Har­ 
ley A. Notter, State Department 
official who wrote the narrative 
and had an active part in the 
planning, that “thought was giv­ 
en” during World War II to the 
possibility Russia might not co­ 
operate. 
He said papers were 
prepared on the subject but 
“only at the working level” and 
never reached the stage of actual 
decision. 
This means they got 
nowhere on the upper levels. 
One published document was a 
1943 report of an internal State 
Department planning committee 
which advised that in case of big 
power friction Germany would 
hold a balance of power and 
Russia “would be in a position 
to

aims. 
The report had its origin in

April 19, 1946, for a record of the 
advance preparation made under 
the direction of the State Depart­ 
ment. 
The first recorded step 
was the appointment on Sept. 16* 
1939, by Secretary of State Cor­ 
dell Hull of Leo Pasvolsky as a 
special 
assistant 
primarily 
to 
work on peace problems. 
This was followed over the 
nex t six y ears by hundreds of 
studies and recommendations by 
special committees 
and other 
agencies, with several govern­ 
ment departments often repre­ 
sented, An active figure among 
the officials who took part was 
Alger Hiss, recently convicted of 
falsely deny ing he passed secrets 
to a courier for a Red spy ring. 
His name is listed in the record 
22 times. 


ANOTHER PERSON listed as 
taking part in the peace prepar­ 
ations was Henry Julian Wad- 
leigh, formerly of the State De­ 
partment’s trade agreements sec­ 
tion. He admitted last y ear that 
he 
passed 
State 
Department 
papers to a Communist spy ring 
before the war. 
Documents published to “illus­ 
trate” how policies were formed 
included:. 
(1) Proposed drafts of the U. 
N. charter, the earliest dated July 
19, 1943. This proposed that the 
U. S., Britain, Russia and China 
be permanent members of the 
“executive committee;” that the 
U. N. Council be established with 
only limited big power veto 
rights and that a “general con­ 
ference” be set up instead of the 
general assembly . 
(2) A departmental committee 
report 
unanimously 
opposing 
partition of Germany 
in 
any 
peace settlement. This said that 
a democratic Germany , in order 
to survive, would have to have a 
tolerable standard of living, min­ 
imum bitterness 
against peace 
terms and harmony among the 
U. S., Britain and Russia.

Irks Rep. Brown 


Ohioan Objects To 
Income Question 


WASHINGTON, 
March 
27 — 
(AP)—The Census Bureau will 
be “thumbing its nose at the bill i 
of rig hts” if it asks every fifth] 
family about its finances, Rep. 
Brown (R-Ohio) said y esterday . 
* He claims to have raised bi­ 
partisan backing in his fig ht to 
stop the personal earning s q ues­ 
tion from being asked in the 
census which beg ins April 1. 
He said in a prepared state-1 
ment: 
“When the Census Bureau sends 
168,000 political hacks and ward 
heelers out into the country to 
snoop into the people’s finances,! 
it is thumbing its nose at thel 


Bill of Rig hts.” 
He said his strateg y would be 
to try to g et the Census Bureau’s 
appropriation amended to stop 
asking of the q uestions. And he 
told a newsman a g roup of House 
Republicans and Democrats will 
back him. 
The Bureau has declined to | 
withdraw the q uestions, say ing 
individual answers to such q ues­ 
tions are kept secret. This y ear’s 
¡q uestions, it added, were v”sug - 
ig ested by 
businessmen, 
news­ 
papers, radio stations, g overn­ 
m ent ag encies, and private ag en- 
jcies. 
President Truman said in a 
proclamation a week ag o: 
‘There need be no 4ear that 
disclosure will be made reg ard­ 
ing any individual person or his 
1 affairs.” 
Brown asserted in his state- 
i ment that the Bureau has no 
rig ht to ask the financial q uestions 
] or to punish any one who refuses 
¡to answer them 
His statement continued: 
“The g reat evil that could re­ 


sult from g athering the income 
information in the Census Bur­ 
eau can be demonstrated from 
the recent testimony before a 
House 
appropriations 
subcom­ 
mittee by Bernard L. Gladieux , 
ex écutive assistant to the Secre­ 
tary of Commerce. 
“Mr. Gladieux disclosed that of 
the* 71 employ es who have been 
separated so far from the Com­ 
merce Department for 
loy alty 
reasons, the larg est number—22— 
were in the Census Bureau. He 
also disclosed that five employ es 
now in the Census Bureau have 
been 
desig nated 
as 
‘security 
risks.* 
“It req uires little imag ination 
to realize how Communists and 
their ilk would love to g et their 
hands on income and other hig hly 
private information. Having ac­ 
cess to such information would 
g ive them a head start on pre­ 
paration of an intellig ence dos­ 
sier on every living American.”

Agents Get Slots 


In Niles, Wooster 


WOOSTER, March 27— (A P I- 
State liquor agents confiscated 13 
slot machines here and three in 
Niles, O., over the week -end. 
In Cleveland, Anthony A Rut-
